In the enforcement of this order, please observe the follow- 


ing general regulation, published in the United States Postal 


Guide for January, 1905 (page 955, section 50), viz: 
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which is covered by an official envelope. Nor do these 
orders ppply to matter not under seal, such as newspapers, 
circi 1 ie: unless specifically stated in the order, or 
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Assistant Attorney General.
